A L GINGISS and I managed to 
get our first relief visit to Cal­ 
cutta at the same time, and it was 
on that trip that we met “the 
Great ’V\’hite Trader of the East,” 
Tony Mercede, of Blue Island, 111.

rpONY MERCEDE has been one 
of my best friends from the 
first day we met. He is back in 
the States now, a traffic expert 
with a nationwide trucking con­ 
cern, but how he can reconcile 
himself to such an uneventful life

went 
through in China and India for 
two years is a mystery to me. He 
started in the trucking business as 
a greaser and mechanic when he 
was 16, coming up the hard way 
to the point where, in 1941, he 
was loaned to the United States 
government by his employer. The 
government, having received the 
Arnstein report on the inefficient 
use and handling of Lend-lease 
trucking equipment on the Burma 
Road, immediately sent Tony to 
China as a transportation adviser 
to the Chinese government. 
Tony was well on his way when 
the Japs bombed Pearl Harbor; 
he cleared Manila 12 hours before 
the city fell. He was a transpor­ 
tation engineer on the Burma

Burma in the spring of 1,942, and 
he was working with the Chinese

A fellow newly ar­ 
rived would have an extra cigaret 
lighter in his baggage, and ho 
would soon And a purchaser w ill­ 
ing to pay 10 times Its original 
cost because eigaret lighters are 
unobtainable. Another would have 
some fancy lipstick, or a bottle of 
perfume, or a pair of nylon stock­ 
ings. Such stuff would be brought 
along for very obvkHM reasons, 
but when the boys discovered 
th^ e was a good cash market for 
it, they would try to seB their 
little prizes.

point, 
Tony 
would 
usually be on hand. And because 
his job took him all around the 
country—from Chimgking in the 
north all the way to Calcutta ht 
the south—^he could usually find 
a market for anything he picked 
up. He would take along a bag 
full of femala trinkets when be 
went to Calcutta and sell them— 
as he did the Chanel Number 5— 
to some anxious swain in the city 
of high-priced romance. Then he 
would shop around among the 
native stores and shops, picking 
up some li<iuor or tobacco or 
knives to take back wdth him.
